As  to  plumbo»£olvent  action  of  these  throve  supples,  under  the 
stringent  laboratory  tost,  in  which  the  water  is  allowed  to  tfemain 
in  contact  with  the  clean  load  foil  for  twenty  four  hours  in  a 

closed  circuit  at  room  tomperature,  the  samples  wero  found  to  have 

a slight  aotion,  the  uptake  of  load  varying  from  a minimum  of 
l/36th  of  a grain  per  gallon  (No, 2)  to  a maximum  of  l/24th  of  a grain 
per  gallon  (No, 3),  It  must  not  be  assumed  that  suocessive  charges 
of  water  (using  the  same  load  foil,  or  lead  pipes  as  the  case  may  bo) 
will,  on  contact,  remove ' anything  liko  the  same  proportion  of  lead 
as  In  the  initial  charge,  a protective  film  or  coating  being  formed. 
Moreover.  In  this  connection,  It  must  bo  borne  in  mind  that  before 
distribution,  the  supplies  are  f iltered; r softened1  and  chlorinated 
and  consequently  the  question  of  plumb o-solvency  effect,  so  far  as 
the  consumer  is  concerned,  can  only  be  determined  by  examination 
of  samples  of  water  drawn  from  servioo  taps  in  different  parts  of 
the  district  supplied.  It  will  be  of  Interest  to  you  to  know  that 
tho  absonco  of  load  was  established  in  the  treated  samples  of  water 
recently  submitted,  which  samples  were  drawn  from  a tap  In  the 
Waterworks  Building,
